The  Ayes,  who  are  identical  with  the 
Yehs  have  carried  by  a  majority  of  sixteen  Mr  Cobden’s 
resolution  condemning  the  measures  taken  against  the 
Chinese,  without  considering  the  provocation.  Thus,  upon 
the  motion  of  the  leader  of  the  Peace  party,”  the  House 
of  Commons  has  performed  the  kotoo,  and  struck  its  head 
sixteen  times  against  the  floor  in  token  of  its  submission  to 
the  Brother  of  the  Sun.  When  the  joyful  tidings  arrive  in 
China  proclamations  will  be  published  setting  forth  that  the 
foreign  devils  were  seized  with  trembling  when  they  heard 
of  the  audacious  steps  taken  at  Canton  against  the  authority 
of  the  wise  and  virtuous  Yeh,  and  that  they  immediately 
confessed  the  fault,  and  humbly  endeavoured  to  propitiate 
the  wrath  of  the  Celestial  Empire,  before  which  they  knew 
it  was  impossible  to  stand. 

Never  was  there  a  more  motley  majority  than  that  of  the 
Yehs  on  Mr  Cobden’s  motion.  Black  spirits  and  white, 
blue  spirits  and  grey,  spirits  of  every  hue  of  the  rainbow, 
mingled  together  in  the  oddest  confusion,  or  fusion,  that  ever 
astonished  and  disgusted  the  public.  It  was  but  a  few  nights 
ago  that  Mr  Sidney  Herbert  voted  against  Mr  Locke  King’s 
motion  for  the  extension  of  the  franchise,  not  because  he 
was  against  reform,  to  which  he  was  so  friendly,  indeed,  that 
be  had  been  a  party  when  in  power  to  Lord  John  Russell’s 
Reform  Bill,  but  because  he  held  it  to  be  a  paramount  obli¬ 
gation  to  look  to  the  state  of  parties,  and  not  to  place  Lord 
Palmerston’s  administration  in  difficulty,  much  less  ia 
danger.  These  considerations  have,  however,  all  vanished, 
and  Mr  Sidney  Herbert’s  tender  regards  are  all  transferred 
from  the  Premier  to  Commissioner  Yeh.  The  member  for

It  is  very  clear  to  qs,  from  this  abuse  of 
strong  words,  tbit  Mr  Olldstone  is  eithef  fer^  poorly  informed 
on  the  subject  lii  discoilties  ihout,  or  iC  fhore  deeply  imbued 
with  humanitarian  fantticisflU  than  it  btComes  a  statesman 
and  especially  a  financial  statesman  to  be,  In  the  first  place 
the  opium  tiAde  is  not  Confined  to  tbe  English;  it  is  shared  by 
every  European,  even  by  every  Asiatic  nation  that  visits  China. 
We  are  the  largest  dealers  only  because  we  are  the  largest 
dealers  in  every  branch  of  the  Chinese  commerce.  We  did 
not  originate  the  trade  in  opium;  for  the  Portuguese  found  it 
established  in  China  two  whole  centurisa  before  we  visited  that 
country.  Even  our  Indian  dominions,  although  they  furnish 
the  largest  sujpply  of  the  drug,  are  not  the  only  sources  from 
which  me  Chineee  are  furnished,  Asiatic  Turkey  and  Art- 
bia  furnish  a  considerable  supply,  And  a  liill  larger  is  now 
furnished  by  Chins  itself. 

The  Chinese  smoke  opium  just  as  we  drink  wins,  beer 
and  ardent  spirits.  Sometimes  they  abuse  it,  as  we  do  these 
potables,  but  not  more  commonly.  Smoking  opium  iu  modera¬ 
tion,  they  live  as  long  as  we  do  taking  brandy  in  modera¬ 
tion.  That  is  the  verdict  of  every  man  of  sense  and 
experience  who  has  treated  of  the  subject.  The  highest 
and  the  most  recent  authority,  And  a  greater  could  not  be 
Quoted,  Sir  Benjamin  Brodie,  considers  it  medically  prefer¬ 
able  to  ardent  spirits.  “  The  effect  of  opium,”  he  says  in 
hit  *  PsyobolOgicai  Inquiries,’  **  when  taken  into  the  stomach, 
“  is  not  to  stimulate  but  to  soothe  the  nervous  system.  It 
**  may  be  otherwise  in  some  instances,  but  these  are  rare  ex* 

ceptions  to  the  general  rule.  The  opium-eater  is  in  a 

passive  state,  Satisfied  with  his  own  dreamy  condition 
**  while  under  the  influenoe  of  the  drug.  He  is  useless, 
**  but  not  mischievous.  It  is  quite  otherwise  with  aloobolio 
“  liquors.** 

The  Chinese  Government  has  a  fancy  that  opium  drains 
the  country  of  its  gold  and  silver,  and  hence  tbe  chief  source 
of  their  hostility  to  it.  Thsy  had  previons  to  the  treaty  of 
Nankin  prohibited  its  introduction,  and  punished  tbe  dealers 
in  it  with  death.  But  for  the  last  fifteen  yetra  they  have 
openly  connived  at  what  they  could  not  prohibit,  and  the 
trade,  although  nominally  contraband,  is  at  present  as  openly 
carried  on  as  that  in  tea  or  calico. 

The  Chinese  might  easily  by  a  moderate  duty  control 
and  restrict  the  consumption  of  opium  while  they  filled 
their  exchequer.  Instead  of  this,  they  wink  at  what  they 
cannot  prevent,  and  in  order  to  enjoy  the  honor  of  a  nominu 
prohibition,  they  lie  as  they  themselves  would  express  it 
"  as  helpless  as  a  grampus  in  a  fisb-markst.*’  Ths  revenue 
which  our  Indian  treasury  derives  from  this  drug,  amount* 
ing,  as  appears  by  the  accounte  just  presented  to  Parliament, 
to  3,300,000/.,  results  from  the  stupidity  of  tbe  Chiuese. 
This  is  near  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  total  Indian  revenue, 
Without  it  the  Indian  treasury  would  be  bankrupt,  for  India 
has  nothing  to  replace  it,  and  our  Empire  would  be  loot  were 
it  not  for  tbe  trade  that  Mr  Gladstone  denounces,  ll 
he  prepared  for  this?  When  as  a  future  Chsnoellor  of  the 
Exchequer  he  brings  forward  his  budget,  will  be  be  prepared 
to  abolish  the  commerce  in  opium  and  reimburse  the  ludian 
revenue  to  the  tune  of  8,800,000/.  for  tbe  loss  of  it? 

But  he  insists  that  we  pledged  ourselves  to  put  down 
opium  smuggling.  No  such  promise  was  ever  mads.  On 
the  contrary,  the  name  of  opium  does  not  appear  in  the 
treaties,  the  Chinese  negotiators  having  engaged  that  the 
trade  should  not  be  meddled  with,  an  engagement  that  hts 
been  observed.  Smuggling  oti  the  eoAst  of  China  arises 
from  weak  and  bad  legislation.  The  Government  holds  oat 
a  premium  to  tbe  smuggler.  No  nation  is  bound  to  protect 
another  from  smuggling.  To  ask  us  to  protect  theOhiness 
ftom  it  is  to  ask  us  to.  perform  a  miracle.  The  attempt 
alone  would  necessitate  the  destruction  of  the  poppy,  a  staple 
product  of  the  toil  of  India,  whether  for  its  oil  or  juice, 
and  the  loss,  as  we  have  seen,  of  above  three  millions 
of  revenue.  We  might  as  well  ask  France  to  destroy  her 
vineyards  and  protect  oar  coasts  against  the  introduetion  by 
Frenchmen  and  corrupt  Englishmen  of  contraband  wine 
and  brandy,  because  these  liquors  are  sometimes  abased. 
We  really  hope  that  when  Mr  Gladstone  next  speaks  of 
the  afiairs  of  China,  he  will  show  more  sequaintanos  with 
them  :  it  does  not  become  a  statesman  of  his  pretensions  to 
be  BO  iU»iuformed,  and  that,  too,  on  hia  own  special  subject. 


WHAT’S  UNDER  THE  CHINA  COVER  ? 

What  nobody,  not  versed  in  tbe  abstruscst  mysteries  of 
parties,  would  ever  suspect  or  dream  of,  is  under  the  China 
cover.

Raise  it  up,  peep  under  it,  and  you  will  see  Mr 
Gladstone  stormir^g  at  Lord  Palmerston’s  ecolesiastical  pro¬ 
motions.  He  is  only  popping  with  blank  cartridge  at  our 
officials  at  H<)ng  Kong  ;  his  murderous  fire  ii  for  the  anti- 
Puseyite  interest  in  the  Church,  rather  in  the  ascendant 
under  her  Msiesty’s  present  advisers.  It  is  not  the  san¬ 
guinary  Teh  that  ne  loVes,  but  the  evangelical  Close  that 
be  has  no  patience  with.  Not  Bowring,  but  Bickersteth 
kindles  his  eloquence,  And  excites  his  spleen.  It  was  too 
bad.

Aliuson  !  We  find  six  Tarieties  in  the  spelling  of  the  word 
ecclesiastical,”  seven  in  that  of  **  grievances,”  and  four¬ 
teen  in  the  “  Mediterranean  !”  Upon  the  whole,  however, 
we  ought  to  add  that  our  orthography  is  graatly  superior  to

the  civil  service  EXAMINATIONS. 

We  have  read  with  great  interest  the  Second  Report  of

Among  the  business  class  of  our  population  a  consider¬ 
able  acquaintance  with  arithmetic  is  almost  universal,  but 
not  so  with  the  youth  educated  at  our  chief  public  schools 
and  universities,  for  out  of  the  sixty-six  rejections  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  higher  departments  we  find  sixteen  n^eeted  for 
ignorance  of  arithmetic,  or  for  that  combined  with  other 
forma  of  ignorance.  Sydney  Smith,  who  was  educated  at 
Winchester  and  New  College,  Oxford,  said  of  birosel/,  that 
although  be  knew  something  about  Um  Romans,  be  nevsr 
oould  add  up  a  column  of  pounds,  ahillingi,  and  pencow  The 
epithet  **  vulgar  ”  was  not  originally  given  to  arithmetic  to 
fix  a  plebeian  atamp  upon  that  acquirement ;  but  had  such 
been  the  case,  it  could  hardly  have  been  more  despised  in 
our  fashionable  seats  of  education. 

Quitting,  however,  mere  elementary  knowledge,  we  oome 
to  examinations  intended  te  test  superior  degrees  of  **  edii- 
**  cation  and  intelligence."  These  relate  chicly  to  English 
history  and  geogra^y,  and,  fot, , the,  higher  departments,  to 
foreign  languages.  Of  the  sixty -six  rejections  for  the  higher  i 
public  offices,  noVewer  than  forty  six  were  for  the  three  < 
branches  of  knowledge  now  named,  or  for  all  three,  with 
some  elementary  disqualification.  As  to  inferior  depart¬ 
ments,  the  ignorance  displayed  by  many  of  the  candidates 
is  truly  appalling,  although  sometimes  amusing  in  the  same 
proportion.

WAVAL  OPUBATIOWe  AT  CANTOW. 

Lord  PANMTJRE,  in  reply  to  a  queetion  from  the  Earl  of  Hard- 
wioke,  said  that  no  news  of  further  naval  operations  against  Canton 
had  reached  him.  He  could  not,  therefore,  say  whether  Canton  had 
been  burnt  or  not ;  but  the  ofHeer  in  command  of  the  troope  had  men¬ 
tioned  in  his  despatchee  that  a  portion  of  the  soldiers  under  his  com¬ 
mand  had  been  engaf^ed  in  firing  the  suburbs,  and  that  some  casualties 

had  occurred  in  the  course  of  that  operation. - The  Earl  of 

CLARENDON,  in  reply  to  the  Earl  of  Ellenborough,  acknowledged 
that  despatches  from  Admiral  Seymour  had  arrived,  announcing  nis 
withdrawal  from  the  Dutch  Polly  Fort,  his  retiring  from  holding  the 
suburbs  of  Canton,  and  hie  eaeing  the  necessity  of  demtehing  a 
portion  of  hie  forces  to  the  proteefton  of  Hong  Kong.  The  Chinese 

forces  had  advanced  as  the  English  retired. - The  Eari  of  ELLEN- 

BOROUGH  said  it  was  important  to  know  whether  the  suburb  of 
Canton  was  fired  before  or  after  retiring.  In  the  flret  place  it  was  an 

act  justifiabla  in  war,  and  in  the  aeoond  not. - Lord  PANMURE 

deprecated  such  attacks  on  the  honour  of  a  gallant  officer.  The

such  force  must  be  used  as  was  necessary  to  procure  it.  If  that 
motion  were  cfuried,  he  feared  that  Commissioner  Yeh  would  insist 
on  reparation  from  us,  and  proceed  to  still  further  insults,  and  the 
motion  which  Mr  Cobden  meant  as  the  breath  of  peace  would  be 

found  to  fan  the  flames  of  war. - Sir  P.  THESIGER  began  by 

admitting  the  principle  laid  down  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  who,  he 
said,  had  certainly  made  the  ablest  speech  on  the  side  of  the  govern* 
ment  in  the  course  of  this  debate,  that  the  Chinese  were  not  to  be 
treated  on  the  same  groimds  with  civilised  nations.  But  then  there 
were  higher  considerations  which  o^ht  to  govern  our  conduct— the 
grounds  of  honour  and  humanity.  He  entered  at  great  length  into 
construetion  of  the  treaty,  cont^ding  that  the  register  waa  Ultgal ; 
but  ha  added  that,  supj^ng  Sir  J.  Bowring  was  rig^  still  thu 
justice  of  the  case  womd  have  been  met  by  repriaals.  The  seixura 
of  riia  Chinese  junk  ought  to  have  terminated  the  matter, 
at  least  until  mstniations  were  received  from  home.  It 
would  ^ve  terminated  there,  but  for  the  afterthought  of 
iMiatiiHir  upon  entrance  within  Hie  city  walls.

Their  policy  was  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  British 
gQlijects — to  tnaintftiTi  PTisting  lights,  and  by  negotiation,  if  possible, 
to  extend  them.  It  was  necesrarily  a  subject  of  grave  deliberation, 
who  should  be  sent  from  hence  to  conduct  the  negotiation.  It  was 
plain  that,  any  person  going  direct  from  the  government,  and  bearing 
their  verbal  instructions,  would  have  more  weight  than  an^  one  on 
the  spot,  and  in  saying  this  he  meant  no  disrespect  to  Sir  John

A  public  meeting  was  held  at  Manchester  on  the  26th  ult.,  in  the 
Free-trade  Hall,  “  in  support  of  Mr  Berkeley’s  motion  for  the  ballot.” 
About  2,000  persons  were  present.  Mr  G.  Wilson  presided,  and  on 
the  platform  were  the  Hon.  F.  H.  F.  Berkeley,  M.P.,  Mr  W.  Nichol¬ 
son  (of  \  ictoria,  Australia),  Mr  A.  Prentice,  and  a  deputation  from 
the  Ixindon  Ballot  Society. 

The  Chairman,  in  introducing  the  deputation,  said  the  Ballot 
'  Society  wisely  refrained  fixim  mixing  up  their  question  with  any 
other.  It  was  one  on  which  all  could  unite ;  it  formed  a  part  of  the 
Charter,  and  might  be  therefore  dear  to  worUng  men ;  it  was  one  of 
Mr  Hume’s  “  four  points,”  and  might  therefore  dear  to  the 
middle-class  reformer,  and  every  man,  whatever  his  political  opinion, 
could  join  this  society.  Every  successive  member  of  parliament  for 
Manchester  down  to  the  present  time  had  been  in  favour  of  the  ballot, 
and  it  was  the  best  mode  of  voting  that  could  be  devised. — Mr  Nichol¬ 
son  was  introduced  by  the  chairman  as  the  leader  of  the  movement 
which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  ballot  in  the  colony  of  Victoria. 
He  described  in  detail  the  mode  of  voting  adopted  there,  and  read  a 
very  long  scries  of  quotations  from  the  colonial  papers  and  from  re¬ 
turning  officers  and  other  authorities,  as  to  the  well-working  of  the 
ballot,  although  some  of  them  had  previously  been  its  most  strenuous 
opponents.  (Applause.) — Mr  Whitehurst,  of  London,  said  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  especially  the  recent  elections, 
showed  the  absolute  need  for  the  ballot,  if  public  opinion  was  really 
to  be  represented.  The  ballot  was  necessary  for  the  real  emovment 
of  what  we  gained  by  the  Reform  BUI. — 'The  Hon.  F.  H.  F.  Rriceley, 
M.P.,  was  received  with  loud  cheering.  He  said  he  presented  himself 
to  the  people  of  Manchester  to  ask  their  co-operation  for  an  object 
which  was  scarcely,  if  at  all,  inferior  to  that  great  cause  in  which  he 
and  they  had  formerly  taken  part  and  gainra  the  victory.  It  was 
well  knovm  that  he  had  been  the  leader  of  the  ballot  movement  for 
many  years,  but  it  had  been  greatness  thrust  upon  him.”  On  this 
question  he  was  correctly  defined  as  holding  the  position  of  a  conser¬ 
vative.  The  society  wi^  which  he  was  connect^  had  only  one  ob¬ 
ject  ;  they  sought  only  to  take  the  fetters  from  the  electoral  body  as 
it  stood,  and  to  give  the  elector  that  right  which  the  laws  guaranteed 
him,  but  which  was  usurped  by  those  whom  the  laws  excluded. 
Strange  as  it  might  seem,  he  (Mr  Berkeley)  asserted  on  this  question 
the  principle  of  the  late  Duke  of  Newcartle — one  of  the  strongest 
tories,  probably,  among  the  many  aristocratic  tories  of  the  present  age. 
That  nobleman  assert^  the  undeniable  principle  that  “  every  man  has 
a  right  to  do  as  he  likes  wiHi  his  own.”  (‘‘  Hear,  hear,”  and  laughter.)

If  he  voted  in  that  way 
it  was  impossible  he  should  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  trust,  and 
what,  then,  had  open  voting  to  do  with  the  matter  ?  Gpen  voting, 
more  than  secret  voting,  would  not  prove  whether  a  man  was  faithful 
or  not,  whether  he  hiS  received  a  bribe,  or  whether  he  had  been 
intimidated.  On  the  other  hand,  secret  voting  would  prevent  his 
being  intimidated,  and  so  prevent  his  being  unfaithful.  Consequently, 
by  open  voting  we  gained  nothing,  but  by  secret  voting  we  enable 
the  elector  to  discharge  the  trust,  so  that  it  lay  between  his  God  and 
his  conscience.  It  was  useless  now  to  say  that  the  ballot  bad  not 
been  tried.  In  England  the  ballot  had  stood  the  test  at  the  East  India- 
house,  the  Bank  of  England,  and  the  Charterhouse,  and,  in  short,  the 
ballot  was  the  rule,  and  open  voting  the  excep^n ;  but  the  cxcepfron 
was  made  simply  where  it  ought  not  to  be — in  parliamentary  elec¬ 
tions.

— This  afternoon  an  address  to  Lord 
Palmerston,  of  which  the  subjoined  is  a  copy,  was  placed  in  the 
Underwriters’  and  Exchange  rooms,  and  speedily  received  a  large 
number  of  signatures  from  gentlemen  of  all  shades  of  political 
opinions: — “We,  the  undersigned  residents  of  Liverpool,  beg  to 
assure  your  lordi^p  that  we  have  learned  with  feelings  of  surprise 
and  regret  the  results  of  the  debate  on  Mr  Cobden’s  motion  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  evening,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
express  the  great  confidence  we  entertain  in  the  efficiency  and  vigour 
of  your  administration  at  home  and  abroad.  'The  incongruous  and  ^ 
factious  coalition  in  Parliament  which  has  made  the  present  unfortu¬ 
nate  state  of  matters  in  China  the  pretext  for  displacing  your  Govem- 
mcat,  will  meet  with  little  sympathy  in  the  country,  and  we  are  ^ 
anxious  to  take  an  early  opportunity  of  assuring  your  lordship  of  our 
sincere  hope  that  the  result  may  be  more  firmly  to  establish  the  power 
you  have  wielded  for  the  best  interests  of  the  empire.”  'This  address, 
which  received  some  thousand  signatures,  by  people  representing  all 
classes  of  society,  was  forwardcri  to  I^ondon  by  the  express  train.

NEWCASTLE-ON  TYNE,  March  4. — The  majority  against  the 
Ministry  was  telegraphed  down  here  this  morning,  and  has  caused 
great  excitement  in  commercial  circles  all  day.  A  very  unanimous 
opinion  prevails  .that  it  has  been  brought  about  by  a  factious  combi¬ 
nation  of  parties.  There  is  no  question  that  the  great  proportion  of 
the  manufacturing  and  maritime  classes  in  this  great  district  sympa¬ 
thise  with  Lord  Palmerston  in  the  present  crisis,  and  will  most  cer¬ 
tainly  sustain  him  in  case  of  a  general  election.  In  the  two  large 
seaports  of  Shields,  where  Lord  Derby  has  generally  reckoned  a  num¬ 
ber  of  supporters,  the  shipowners  are  indignant  with  the  Tories,  for 
many  of  them  have  sailed  upon  the  Chinese  seas  and  know  the 
character  of  the  officials  of  that  country. 

NOTTINGHAM,  March  5. — ^The  ministerial  defeat  has  caused 
considerable  sensation  in  Nottingham.  The  electors  generally  have 
been  well  satisfied  with  the  policy  of  Lord  Palmerston,  and  on  the 
motion  of  Tuesday  night  hail  with  satisfaction  the  names  of  their  two 
representatives  in  the  minority. 

OXFORD,  March  5. — The  intelligonce  of  Lord  Palmerston’s 
defeat  has  produced  the  greatest  excitement  in  this  city.  The  conduct 
of  Mr  Cardwell  in  voting  against  the  Government  is  very  warmly  can¬ 
vassed,  and  expressions  of  disastiBfaetion  are  heard  on  all  sides. 

DERBY.-— The  feeling  among  all  classes  except  the  Peace  Party  is 
one  of  great  indignation  against  all  who  joined  the  coalition  leaders.

lishment.  ’The  feeling  was  unanimous,  and  the  list  contains  t.lip 
names  of  merchants  and  underwriters  of  all  shades  of  political  opinion. 
It  is  stated  th>t  amcmg  all  who  were  invited  to  join  there  were  only 
six  refusals.  After  it  had  been  withdrawn  for  presentation  more  than 
100  additional  members  applied  for  the  purpose  of  signing  it.  TKe 
to^  number  of  subscribers  to  Lloyds’  is  about  1,500,  but  the  average 
daily  a^ndance  is  only  about  500.  The  number  of  sig^natures  S- 
tainied  indicates,  thi^fore,  that  the  entire  body  are  animated  on  this 
oooanan  by  one  feeling.

Col.  Gilpin,  an  independent  member  of  the  Opposition,  not  oaly 
declared  bis  entire  confidence  in  Lord  Derby,  but  expressed  his  high 
sense  of  the  services  of  Mr  Disraeli  as  Leadm  of  the  Opposition  iaffie 
House  of  Commons. 

The  ‘  Scotsman  ’  appends  the  foUoaring  correction  to  the  oririnal 
account  of  the  meeting : — “  W e  have  soma  reestm  to  believe  that  Lord 
Derby  made  a  statement  which  Mr  Disraeli’s  newspaper  has  not  re¬ 
ported— that,  in  the  event  of  being  called  on  to  form  a  Ministry,  he 
would  invite  three  members  of  the  Peelite  party,  in  that  ooonestion 
MamiHfi  only  Sir  James  Graham.”

With  respect  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Naufchatel  Conferenee, 
now  sitting  in  Paris,  it  appears  that  the  four  Powers  will  trans¬ 
mit  their  propositions  to  Prussia,  which  does  not  take  any  part 
in  it  at  the  first  sittings,  and  that  afterwards,  when  adopted  by 
Prussia,  they  will  be  communicated  to  Switierland.

WootoD,  charged  with  the  burglary  at  the  house  of  the  Rev.  J.  Nod- 
der,  at  Marsh  green,  Asbover,  was  brought  up  before  Messrs  Milnes 
and  Tarbutt,  two  magistratea  of  tbs  county,  at  the  Greyhound  inn, 
Asbover.
